The' bodies of 
three negi-oos were recovered but not 
identified. Tho sand accumulating at 
tho door by tho sudden sinking of thn 
caisson had wedged iij the body of a 
white man in such a manner that, it 
could not be removed at onoo. 


At lU:80p. m.work was discontinued in 


order to allow tho workmen to rest and 
refresh themselves. Later a fresh force 
was put on duty and the work renewed. 


No More Bodies Recovered. 


Louisvn.LK, Ky., Jan. 10.—No more 


bodies havo been 
recovered at the 


bridge caisson since, that of Hamilton 
Morris, was taken from tho outer lock 
of the entrance shaft this morning. 
Two other bodies wore visible to tlie 
men who brought out the body of Ham- 
ilton, packed in the mud and sand and 
wedged between tho trap doors of tho 
middle lock, where they had met death 
after escaping from tho caisson room 
beneath, and in their struggle to get up 
the shaft had jammed the traps and pre- 
vented tholr own egress. 


A ten o'clock to-night the air pumps 


were shut off and tho work of auempt- 
ing to roach the Interior of the, caisson 
through the shaft was abandoned. An- 
other caisson will be sunk alongside' tho 
old one, and an effort be madu to reach 
tho interior of tho caisson room 
which the fourteen workmen were 
tombed, by working from tin- 
son. 


A Horrible Necessity. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 1(1.—At this 


hour (2:80 p. m.) the indications aro that 
tho bodies of yesterday's disaster will 
probably not bo recovered before to- 
night or to-morrow. The foreman of 
tho work reports that they can do noth- 
ing, and before the bodies can be lie- 
moved it will be necessary to cut them 
to pieces. By doing this the doors 
could bo closed and air could again be 
forced under the caisson in order to 
raise it.

A R«Uc of the War. 


Capt. Tip Harrison had an interesting 


war relic at the capitol Friday. It was 
an eld battle flag worn thin and pierced 
by many holes. The story of the flag 
was told by Capt. Harrison: "When the 
war first broke out," he said, "I was a 
boy of 17 and was living in Bartow coun- 
ty. There were a number of boys of my 
own age who were anxious to join the 
army. These boys organized into a com- 
pany, and we called ourselves the Bar- 
tow cadets. When, however, the time 
came for us to go to the front, many of 
the boys' parents would not let them go 
because they were so young. I had thir- 
ty-five left, however, and with these I 
meant to report for duty. 


"In Bartow at that time a company of 


older men had been formed, under the 
command of Capt. Redding. They were 
called the Stewart Guards. I consol- 
idated my company with the older one, 
and we took the name of the Bartow 
Guards. I was first lieutenant of the 
joint company. Just before marching 
away Miss Florida Fort, who is now 
Mrs. William A. Rawson, made the flag 
and presented it to us. Gen. Clement A. 
Evans was offered the position of major 
of the Thirty-first Georgia regiment if he 
could bring two companies into the 
service. He took our company for one 
and raised another, but we were still 
known as the Bartow guards, and car- 
ried this flag, which had been presented 
to iuf as our company colors, until the 
Confederate battle flag was adopted, 
then sent it home to my mother, and she 
has kept it as a memento ever since."— 
Atlanta Constitution.

What Ecu Smith Sees thai Is Inter- 


esting in Europe. 


E. 0. Smith sends the following letter 


to Frank Wood, telling of the sights he 
has seen abroad: 


NICK, FRANCE, Dec. 20, 1889.—Dear 


Friend: We are well and have had a 
a good time ever since we left Deoatur 
except Mrs. Smith was sea-sick six out of 
the eight days of the ocean trip. We 
came on a French steamer to Havre, and 
thence to Paris by rail. We stopped two 
days at the ancient city of Konen; it 
contains 120,000 people and is over 1800 
years old. Here is where Joan of Arc 
was framed and buried, and has a monu- 
ment. Here also is the tomb of Wil- 
liam, the XJonqneror. At Paris we joined 
Mrs. Gallagher; spent two days looking 
through the exhibition, and it was grand 
beyond description. The United States 
wae very sensibly represented. Edison 
had the biggest thing nf all, and he was 
considered the biggest man of the whole 
lot. I was completely captured by the 
beauty and grandeur of Paris, doubtless 
the grandest city of the world. It has a 
perfect labyrinth of streets, boulevards 
and parks, so much so that I scarcely got 
ont o? sight of my home but that I got 
lost, and I could not ask for direction BO 
that any one could understand me. I 
thought I used to be pretty good at 
making signs among the wild Indians; I 
tried it on the French with poor success; 
it generally ended in a laugh at me. But 
I had one remedy and that was the 
cabs; they always landed me at home. 
The women folks were more fortunate, 
I shall not undertake to describe Paris, 
but after staying there four weeks we 
took passage by rail for Southern France. 
We stopped first at the city of Dijon, a 
place of 120.00U inhabitants, and then 
took passage for Geneva, in .'Switzerland. 
We traveled only in the daytime, and 
saw some 
good farming country in 


northern France, and good land in the 
valleys of the Seine and Rhone rivers. 
Grapes, 
prunes, apricots, apples unj 


other fruits abound. We saw no land 
that an Illinois man would call rich. 


We stayed two weeks at Geneva, nni 


were very much interested in the Lake 
and the old town, which contains 80,000 
people—a fine looking athletic people. 
Protestanism rules here, as this was a 
central point during the Reformation. 
The splendid cathedral, built by the 
Catholics, a part as early as the 7th cen- 
tury, was taken from them by Calvin, 
and is now held by the Presbyterians ae 
a place of worship. Around this lake 
was the field of John Calvin's labors, and 
we saw the place where he had Servetus 
burned, a Spanish doctor who fsrsAa1 unj 
believe in the doctriw of the trinity! 
We visited the £\U home of Voltaire and 
saw his bed and chair. He went from 
here Co Pans, and his tomb is in the 
Pantheon there. The weather changed
